Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Claim 1 recites pausing the synthesis of an unknown word so as to offset it from the 
surrounding speech. The claim does not disclose resuming the synthesis of the unknown word. Therefore. Luther's 
disclosure of spelling out an unknown word in the middle of speech synthesis reads on the pausing step as claimed. 
Agreement was reached that Applicant will further narrow and render clearer the claim language .

Note: Agreement as to allowability ,s tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)
